~ The Rising Cost Of Living 


RISING LIVING COSTS HAVE BEEN CAUSING concern in all parts 
of Canada during the past few months. On December ist, 1947, the cost of 
living index stood at 146, and it is expected that when the next report of 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics is made public in February, this figure 
may show an increase, due to the continued advances in the prices of some 
commodities, Some time ago, officials of the Dominion Department of 
Finance predicted that the cost of living index would not likely go higher 
than 145, but it now appears that it may exceed that figure considerably. 
In 1920, which was the peak year of inflation in Canada following the First 
Great War, the cost of living index was 145.4, which was a record for high 
living costs in the Dominion. In calculating the present cost of living index, 
the basic figure of 100 represents price levels between the years 1935 and 
1939. Se Ae 

‘ The figure given for December Ist, 1947, shows that the 
Rapid Rate cost of living is now almost fifty percent. higher than 
Of Increase 


it was in the basic period, and that it has risen 18.9 
points in the past year, Since April, 1947, the increase 


was shown to be 15.4 points, indicating that there was a rapid advance in 
prices between April and December of last year. Although the prices of 
almost all goods have risen, increases in the price of food are believed to be 
the main cause of the rapid rise in the cost of living index. Such decisive 


upward trends in living costs indicate inflation, which is apparently an un- 
avoidable accompaniment to the economic upheaval caused by war, Through 
price controls, subsidies, and other measures, Canadians were for some time 
protected from inflation, but it was inevitable that these controls should 
eventually be lifted and that we should pass through a period of economic 
adjustment, a lag

They also advise no slackening of effort on the | 
part of either labor or management in our industries or in the development 
of our natural resources, Without doubt Canada is now passing through

of sound progress and development or to a depression. No one can fortell 
exactly what will happen but there are many who believe that, with in- 
creased markets for Canadian products both at home and abroad, we will 
continue to enjoy a large measure of prosperity.@It is to be sincerely hoped

Areas Inevitable 
(By The Canadian Press) 


The frontiers of Canada's natural | § 


resources have been under steady | 
pressure of expending world demands 
for raw materials—notably oil, mine 
and forest products—until today it 
is widely believed that a  break- 
through into new, untapped areas is | 
inevitable and within the foreseeable | 
future.

Of Diabetes 


, BERKELEY, Calif—A new lead to 
the possible prevention of diabetes 
may come from recent rat experi- 
ments, Dr. Bernardo Houssay of 
Buenos Aires, co-winner of a 1947 
Nobel Prize, declared in a lecture at 
the University of California here.’ 
When the pancreas gland which 
produces insulin, is removed, two or 


three months elapses before diabetes. 


develops in the rats, Dr. Houssay re- 
ported. During this time the ani- 
mal’s blood sugar is normal. 

The two or three months period is 
equal to several years in the human 
life span. And there is a possibility, 
Dr. Houssay thinks, that the same 
pre-diabetic period without symptoms 
exists in man.

VICTORIA.—Two young, self- 
reliant sisters, Alma and Dulcie 
Malcolm, have returned to their 
home here after a year’g hitch- 
hiking tour of 15, miles 
through the United States and 
Mexico. ‘ 

‘They had a little over $100 be- 
tween them when they left on 
the jaunt, and carried their 
clothing in one bib suitcase and 
two small bags. 

They hitch-hiked from one city 
to another, worked for a month 
or so to get a stake, then set 
out again. 

“Though ‘we have lived most of 
our lives in Victoria,” said Dul- 
cie, “we were born in the United 
States, That gave us dual citi- 
zenship, so we had no trouble ar- 
ranging to work or in staying 
over the usual six months.

is THRILLING SPORT IN ALBERTA 
BAGGING COYOTES FROM THE AIR 


In Alberta they have a new and 
exciting sport — hunting coyotes by 
aeroplane, 

It is a modern variation of an old 
prairie game, of course. 
hunting coyotes at night with a high- 
speed touring car. The aeroplane 
game is much more exciting. Two 
players are required—one to pilot the 
aeroplane and the other to shoot the 
game. Two-seater aircraft are the 
best because they prevent the pilot 
from being “potted” accidentally by 
the over-anxious marksman. 

To add to the attraction of the 
game, there is profit in it. The Al- 
berta government pays a bounty of 
$5 apiece on coyotes. Sometimes, on 
good days, the players can turn a 
profit on the game, In addition to 
the bounty, they get $2 for the coy- 
ote pelts, 

Coyote hunters use ski-equipped 
aeroplanes, They cruise around the 
country at about 500 feet. When the 
coyotes are sighted the pilot drops 
down to within 50 feet of the ground 
and chases them, ‘As the aircraft 
gets within a 100 yards of the quarry 
the pilot pulls it off in a tight swing, 
allowing the shooting partner a clear 
field and good shot. If he misses 
they start all over again.

In seven days’ hunting 
around Vulcan, Alta., he and his pilot 
bagged 100 coyotes, Several other 
hunters have exceeded the hundred 
mark so far this season, though none 
did it in so short a tirhe,

at “EK”. In the diagram the observ- 
er’s eye is taken to be 5 feet above 
the ground, therefore in that case EO 


Second Possible Méthod 

Another simple method of ascer- 
taining the height of a tree can be 
used on a sunny day. Cut a stick 12 
inches long. Place it upright in the 
ground. Note the height of the stick 
above the surface and measure the 
length of, the shadow thrown by it. 
Then measure the shadow of the 
tree. Suppose this to be 20 feet, and 
the shadow of the stick to be 6 
inches. The question then is:—If, a 
stick 12 inches high throws a shadow 
6 inches long, how tall is a tree 
which throws a shadow 20 feet or 240 
inches long? By simple arithmetical 
proportion the formula is 6:240::12: 
480; or, forty feet. 

This example as used obviously re- 
quires no calculation, because in it 
both stick and tree throw a shadow 
equal to half their height. 

These methods of measuring trees 
are not exact, but will give a close 
approximation if the tree stands 
straight and the ground is level. If 
such is not the case it may be found 
practicable to. make appropriate al- 
lowances for it in measurements and 
calculations.

their path. Here and there, crop 
failures had been experienced, but 
they were regarded as a normal con- 
dition every season at widely-scatter- 
ed points across the prairie provinces. 


In those days, farmers plowed 
deeply into the land with mould- 
board implements, stirred the soil 
nine and ten inches down. They cov- 
ered the stubble and burned straw 
piles left by threshing machines in 
the fall. If the stubble was long, 
they burned that before plowthg, too. 
They used cultivation tools that pul- 
verized and dried the soil surface. 

Disaster Strikes 


Gradually the spongy content of 
the soil, heritage of the prairie sod, 
disappeared. The scientists at experi- 
mental farms, and a few farmers 
foresaw disaster, experimented with 
new and better methods that might 
avert the disaster, They were not 
quite ready when disaster struck, 
though, in the early '30’s. 

No western farmer who went 
through it will forget the first year 
of drought, Crops that showed prom- 
ise right up to the middle of June, 
1930, slowly died as the rains failed 
to come, and the hot winds blew. By 
mid-July the grain crops were shriv- 
elled and died. There was no cover 
on the land, and the winds blew the 
dust for hundreds of miles in great 
choking clouds. There was dust and 
despair everywhere. 


The story of the drought would fill 
many large books, It did, in fact, 
fill plenty of books for the soils scien- 
tists who recorded the effects of the 
dry, searing winds, and the things 
that happened to the prairie soil, de- 
pleted of organic matter, blown by 
the wind right down to the hard sub- 
soil. 

Something had to be done quickly, 
said the scientists, and they knew 
exactly what was needed. It wasn’t 
easy to get farmers to change their 

about how the land should 
be cultivated, but by example and 
daily contact, soils workers at the 
experiniental stations and universi- 
ties managed to spread the radically 
new gospel.

The combine harvester, gaining in 
popularity in the '30’s, was recogniz- 
ed as an important aid to soil con- 
servation, in that crop residues were 
scattered on the land. Organic mat- 
ter that used to be burned was re- 
stored to the soil, which was able to 
regain some of its sponginess. The 
trash cover helped prevent soil drift- 
ing. 

Western Canada made a lot of 
headway in the dry years along the 
line of soil conservation. An Official 
of the United States soils conserva- 
tion service, visiting in Saskatchewan 
recently, paid tribute to the atcom- 
plishments of soils men and farmers 
on the prairies, said that a good 
many of the methods and devices 
worked out by Canadian workers had 
been picked up and used across the 
line, The man from down south, Wil- 
kie Collins, Jr., of Lincoln, Nebraska, 
chief of the agronomy section of the 
famous service, spoke to a gathering 
of agrologists in Saskatoon late in 
December, “You people have made 
splendid progress in your soil conser- 
vation work,” he said. “Your meth- 
ods we have found to be sound and 
effective, and the record indicates you 
are getting results.” 

But while Canadian workers realize 
they have made good progress, they 
know the battle isn’t won yet. There 
are still many farms where harmful 
practices continue to deplete the land, 
where wind and water erosion take 
heavy toll of the soil. The ideal pro- 
gram, they say, would provide for a 
conservation service available to 


‘every farmer, &nd would include such 


things as revised cropping and culti- 
vation practices, layouts for contour 
farming, plans for improving run- 
down soils, and a host of -other 
things. 

Battle Goes On 


The dream of such a service may 
be realized in the future. In the 
meantime, the prairie farmer, work- 
ing out his own salvation with the 
help of the experimental farm and 
university staff men he learned to 
trust and rely upon in the dry years, 
will carry on with the things he

Prospects For 
1948 “Bright” 


Winter Drop In Employment 
Has Not Been As 
Severe As Year Ago 

OTTAWA.—Labor Minister Mitch- 
ell in his department’s monthly man- 
power survey reports that job pros- 
pects for 1948 are “bright”. 

The seasonal winter drop in em- 
ployment has not been as severe as 
& year ago, Mr. Mitchell said. Jobless 
registered with National Employment 
Service are down 10 per cent. from 
the corresponding time last year, 

“Although the number of winter 
unemployed has increased during the 
last month,” the minister said, “the 
pressure for production continues 
high in many industries and opera- 
tions have pushed ahead in spite of 
seasonal handicaps.” 

For the year as a whole, he added, 
“the outlook in the employment field 
is bright, and the prospects are that 
jobs available will outnumber appli- 
cants in the summer of this year in 
several lines, just as was the case at 
the middle of 1947.” At that time,

MANITOBA'S 


HEALTH REPORT 


Cases of communicable diseases 
reported to the Department of Health 
and Public Welfare, Province of 
Manitoba for the four week period 
November 29th to -December 27th, 
1947, were as follows: 

Anterior poliomyelitis 4; chicken- 
pox 229; diarrhoea and enteritis un- 
der one year 9; diphtheria 6; en- 
cephalitis 0; erysipelas 3; influenza 
12; measles 112; meningococcal men- 
ingitis 1; mumps 86; lobar penumonia 
1; scarlet fever 15; tuberculosis 98; 
typhoid fever 2; and whooping cough 
85. 

Altogether in 1947, 599 cases of 
poliomyelitis were reported and there 
were 8 deaths. Very few of the 591 
will have any permanent crippling as 
the disease was of a milder type than 
usual, 

There were 82 cases of encephalitis 
and six of these died in 1947.—Health 
and Welfare Education.

The 1947 Financial Statement 
was reviewed and showed that 
taxes collected were $461,653.62, 
which represented 92 per cent of 
the current levy. Government 
grants amounted to. $32,280.00, 
while private road donations total- 
led $13,314.22. 

The main expenses for the year 
were public works at 
and $195,973.12 for school requisi- 
tions. Administration amounted to 
$13,600.64; Hospitals $30,374.66; 
Public Welfare, $7,084.90 and Dis- 
count on Taxes $35,271.31. 

During the year $39,463.90 was 
spent on purchase of new machin- 
ery and $84,769.33 was spent on 


FARM COSTS STAY UP 
AFTER FARM PRICES 
HAVE DROPPED 


The drop in farm commodity 
prices in the United States has been 
referred to as the beginning of a 
defationary period, The controls es- 
tablished by the United States gov- 
ernment, however, are calculated to 
prevent such a drastic deflation in 
prices as occurred after World War 
1. The price of wheat for instance 
will be held at around $2.00 a bus. 
under the parity plan, which will 
be in effect till the end of the pres- 
ent year. ns 

After World War 1, the first de- 
flationary -bump came in 1920 and 
prices took q nose dive. Farm costs 
however continued to climb upward 
until the depression of 1929. All in 
all, farm costs never did fall as far 
as farm prices. 

In the United Sates during the 
1920's farm taxes got as high as 2% 
times pre war, city wage rates 2'4 
times, freight rates and farm mach- 


inery costs only two thirds above 
the pre-war level. When these costs 
finally did level off they stayed 
significantly above the pre-war fig- 
ure. 


The long deflation really got in 
its worst licks on land values, tax 
delinquincies, foreclosures and bank 
failures. Between 1923 and 1932 at 
least one farm in every five involun_ 
tarily changed hands. The farm 
mortgage debt was reduced by some 
$3 billion largely through foreclos- 
ures, The effect’ of this deflation of 
farm prices and farm land values 
did not stop with the farm. Between 
1921 and 1934 nearly 14,000 banks 
failed, 80 per cent beim country 
banks. Hundreds of thousands of 
farmers lost their land and their 
homes. : 


The rise in land values was spec- 
tacular during the inflationary per- 
iod, being from an average of $58 
an acre in 1916 to $90 an acre in 
1920. In the years after 1920 farm 
land values not only dropped as 
much as they had risen during the 
war; they dropped on an average 27 
per cent below the modest pre-war 
values. Yet farmers had to pay 
debts, taxes and interest on the 
basis of land values nearly double 
the pre-war level. 

Experience shows that whenever 
farmers got the price rise in the past 
it was usually swift but brief, where- 
as when farmer's costs rose they 
generally stayed up.
